Federal mandate forces school lunch 


prices to increase 10 cents for students

Last Monday (June 13) the Powell 
County School Board held their regu¬ 
lar meeting. The meeting began with 
the approval of several items including 
extra service pay schedule, certified pay 
schedule, classified pay schedule, ath¬ 
letic service pay schedule and substi¬ 
tute teacher pay schedule. The athletic 
service pay schedule was raised to the 
second stage as was voted on last year. 

The board members also approved 
the removal of Evelyn Neely from the 
General Fund account as an authorized 
check signer. Neely is retiring effective 
June 30. The board members voted 
to add newly hired superintendent 
Michael Tate and school system secre¬ 
tary/treasurer Doris Mullins as autho¬ 
rized check signers for the account. 

The next item was the approval of a 
federally mandated student lunch price 
increase of 10 cents for breakfast and 
lunch for the 2011-2012 school year. 
The federal mandate is part of a for¬ 


mula that school districts have to use 
to determine the cost of school lunches. 
The board discussed an increase in 
adult breakfast from $1.50 to $2 and 
adult lunches from $2.50 to $3 per 
a Kentucky Department of Education 
food service audit. 

Neely advised the board that when 
the audit took place the KDE explained 
that “you cannot charge less than what 
it cost to serve and prepare the meal.” 
After some discussion the board passed 
the increase of adult lunch prices. 

Next, Mike Sparks, a member of the 
Stanton Fire Department, addressed 
the board about the Junior Firefighters 
Program which would be for children 
ages 13-18. He explained that it would 
children's involvement is good and can 
help them to stay away from drugs. The 
program is a six month endeavor which 
will be funded by a grant. However, 
the Stanton Fire Department, which is 
running the program, was asking for 
in-kind donations such as transporta¬ 
tion, use of buildings, and things of that 
nature. The board felt it would be good 
for the children and agreed to help the 
program. 


Murder suspect back in court 


Defense to get witness phone records

The Powell Circuit 
Courtroom was packed 
last Wednesday for the 
regularly scheduled 
motion hour. But most of 
the attention of the crowd 
quickly turned toward 
the first case called dur¬ 
ing the criminal portion 
of the docket. 

Alleged murderer 
Woodie Sons, Jr. was 
before the court once 
again as the court heard 
another motion from Sons 
attorney, public advocate 
Lisa Whisman. 

As some people watched 
Sons enter the room, oth¬ 
ers glanced at his alleged 
victim's mother, Carol 
Maggard. Maggard stood 
silently and stared toward 
her son's accused killer 
and the bench where 
Judge Frank Fletcher was 
ruling on the motion. 

Clutched in her hand 
was a petition she is ask¬ 
ing residents to sign. The 
petition deals with the 
bond reduction recently 
granted for Sons. 

The motion dealt with 
the medical records of 
the only witness to the 
alleged crime. The wit¬ 
ness, identified in court 
records as Paul Weaver, 
according to the defense, 
has a mental health issue 
of some sort and his tes¬ 
timony should be consid¬ 
ered questionable. 

Whisman filed a motion 
asking the court for per-

mission to view the wit¬ 
ness's medical file. But 
Fletcher ruled that based 
on other case law in the 
state, the defense would 
have to prove that the 
alleged illness is more 
than just “depression, 
irritability or anxiety.” 

Quoting from the case 
Barroso v. Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, Fletcher 
stated that a person's 
“credibility is not in ques¬ 
tion just because they are 
receiving treatment.” He 
also ruled that based on 
the case law, “reviewing 
every witness's psycho¬ 
therapy records would be 
an invasion of privacy.” 


“I'm sorry, but you would 
have to have evidence that 
it is something more than 
depression or something 
like that,” Fletcher said 
as he denied the motion 
for now. 

The defense also asked 
to review the phone 
records for Weaver. 
Commonwealth Attorney 
Darrell Herald had no 
objection, so Fletcher 
granted the request and 
signed an order allow¬ 
ing the phone records to 
be reviewed dating from

The Powell County 
School System has seen 
a few changes lately. 
With several teachers 
retiring, others being 
moved to other positions 
and a new superinten¬ 
dent ready to take the 
reins on Friday, there 
was bound to be a few 
more changes as well. 
The Powell County High 
School will be under the 
tutelage of a new princi¬ 
pal when the school year 
opens up on Aug. 4. 

The Powell County 
High School Site Based 
Decision Making Council 
and the Powell County 
Board of Education 
announced last week 
the selection and hir¬ 
ing of Kyle Lively as the 
new principal of Powell 
County High School. 
Lively was one of 11 
applicants for the posi¬ 
tion and one of three 
who made it to the final 
interview stage. He 
will be taking over for 
Lonnie McCall, who will 
now be teaching at the 
Alternative School. 

According to a press 
release issued by the 
school system, Lively first 
came to Powell County 
in 2006 as a teacher at 
the Alternative School. 
He was also the Pirates 
basketball team's head 
coach. In 2007 he was 
transferred to the high 
school where he taught

social studies. Lively 
was transferred to the 
high school the next 
year to teach social 
studies. In July of 2008 
he was selected and 
hired as the principal of 
Stanton Elementary. He 
resigned as his position 
as head coach. 

Lively is a high school 
graduate of Breathitt 
County High School. 
He attended Hazard 
Community College, 
earning his Applied 
Associates and Applied 
Science degrees in 
General Education. He 


also attended Morehead 
State University, earn¬ 
ing his teaching certifi¬ 
cate in Social Studies (5- 
9 and 8-12). He earned 
his Masters and Rank I 
through Union College 
in school leadership 
earning his certification 
as principal.

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Clay City approves budget 


New rules adopted for fire department filling pools

The Clay City council 
wasted no time in approv¬ 
ing the 2011-2012 bud¬ 
get last week during their 
regular monthly meeting. 
But as for other issues, 
that took a little more 
time. Issues like more 
work that needs to be 
done to the city park and 
an issue dealing with the 
fire department. 

Mayor Jimmy Caudill 
asked the council to 
approve the new budget 
as the council held the 
second reading. 

Caudill also explained 
to the council that the 
COPS Grant the city had 
hoped to get was prob¬ 
ably not going to happen. 
“We have not received the 
invitation to apply for the 
COPS Grant,” Caudill 
said. “That probably 
means we are not going 
to get it.” Clay City Clerk 
Stacey Curtis added, “The 
deadline has past and we 
received no word on it, so 
Td say we’re not going to 
get it.” 

The COPS Grant would 
have allowed Clay City 
to be able to hire a third 
police officer. The grant 
monies would help pay for 
the officer for up to three 
years. The city would have 
to take over after that. 
Clay City has employed 
only two police officers, 
with a few rare occasions, 
over the better part of the 
past 30 years. 

The council members 
did appreciate the effort 
by the Clay City Volunteer 
Fire Department in pre¬ 
senting clearer records to 
the council. The depart¬ 
ment has been providing 
financial statements as 
it pertains to how much 
money they have taken 
in and their expenses. 
The department has also 
been providing the coun¬ 
cil with the number of 
runs they have complet¬ 
ed each month. This has 
been going on since late 
April. 

But Mayor Caudill did 
have a direct question 


for assistant fire chief 
Jayme Hoskins. “Is the 
fire department filling 
up people's swimming 
pools?” Caudill asked. 
Councilman A1 Campbell 
quickly asked, “Are you 
charging them?” 

Hoskins explained 
that the department was 
indeed filling up swim¬ 
ming pools. He also 
explained that he had 
contacted the city clerk’s 
office to ask about figures 
pertaining to how much 
the cost of water was for 
the amount of gallons 
they used. 

“The homeowner pays,” 
Hoskins answered the 
council’s inquiries. “We 
ask them for a dona¬ 
tion.” Council members 
and Hoskins agreed that 
many people want to do 
it this way so they can fill 
it up pools quicker and 
keep the liners from dry¬ 
ing out. 

However, city attorney 
Scott Graham brought up 
the issue of having a fire 
truck filling up a pool and 
a call come in. “We use a 
secondary truck for that,” 
Hoskins answered. “The 
primary truck is ready 
to go if we need it.” Still 
Graham and Caudill 
seemed unsure about the 
department being “tied 
up” filling up a pool and a 
fire call come in for them 
to work. 

“My other main concern 
is there is no way we can 
monitor how much water 
is being used,” Caudill 
said. “It is apparently not 
going through a meter 
and we have to pay, the 
city has to pay, for every 
gallon we get. I’d rather 
homeowners use a hose 
and it go through a meter. 
Then we could make an 
exemption of some sort 
for the sewer part of a 
homeowner’s water bill.” 
The council seemed to 
want to look into the mat¬ 
ter some more. 

After the discussion 
and representatives of 
the department had left, 
Graham read off a resolu¬ 
tion that would not allow 
any fire department to fill 
up a swimming pool or 
use a hydrant to do 


so.

The resolution also stat¬ 
ed that the water used 
for such purpose had to 
go through a meter. The 
council approved the reso¬ 
lution, 6-0. 

The Parks and 
Recreation Committee 
also appeared before the 
council. They advised that 
Darby Billings had donat¬ 
ed dirt to be placed on 
the Little League Field. 
Johnny Roberts would 
help to spread it out so 
that the field would be 
raised three to four inch¬ 
es to assist with drainage 
problems. A new drainage 
system was put in place 
last year, but the field 
still had standing water 
issues. 

The committee also 
asked the council to 
approve more dirt to be 
used on the soccer field. 
The council had already 
approved 18 to 20 tons, 
but the committee want¬ 
ed to make it a total of 
about 30 tons. “There are 
a lot of holes out there in 
that field and we need 
to raise it up some too,” 
Diana Caudill, parks com¬ 
mittee chairperson, told 
the council. The council 
approved the request. 

The council also 
approved giving $2,500 to 
the Red River Historical 
Society for events coming 
up later this year. Of that 
money $800 will go for 
the Hue In scheduled to 
be held the second week 
of November, $800 for the 
Knapping Event sched¬ 
uled for late July or early 
August and $900 for the 
Old Mill Meeting/Tours in 
October. 

The council also 
approved to give $2,000 to 
the Am Vets to help with 
the firework show sched¬ 
uled for July 2 at the Clay 
City Meadows Park. All of 
the monies will be coming 
from the restaurant tax 


revenues.

have a right for speedy 
evidence,” Carol Maggard 
told members of the 
media after the hearing. 
“I haven’t received any 
answers. I don’t know if 
he (her son) was left alive, 
to die on the floor like 
that. . . I have no answers 
except my son is dead.” 

As for Sons bond being 
reduced on June 13 from 
$750,000 cash to $25,000 
cash or property, Maggard 
was vocal about that too. 
“Three times my son told 
him (Sons) he didn’t have 
any pills and he beat him 
to death. He’ll run if he 
gets out, he has nothing 
to lose,” Maggard said. 
She quickly added, “I’m 
not afraid of the 'boy’, he’s 
more like a mouse is what 
I call him... I’d just like to 
get up close, that’s what I 
want. I’ll track him to the 
pits of hell as long as I’m 
alive.” 


Sons bond was reduced, 
according to some court 
sources beliefs, due to the 
delay in evidence being 
returned and the case is 
currently centered on the 
word of one witness. That 
witness’s statements are 
being challenged due to 
an alleged mental health 
issue. 

Whisman alluded to 
the fact that her client 
was trying to work out 
the details of his release 
if he makes bond as it 
pertained to a constant 
GPS monitoring system. 
Fletcher advised the par¬ 
ties in court that if he 
made bond Sons would 
have to stay at his resi¬ 
dence, be subject to ran¬ 
dom drug and alcohol 
testing and to have no 
contact with the victim’s 
family.

The sun barely peeked 
over the horizon when 
the stillness was shat¬ 
tered by the roar of artil¬ 
lery The son of a Clay 
City man crawled out of 
his tent into the south¬ 
ern Moroccan morning to 
begin another day 

Marine Reserve Lance 
Cpl. Jacob A. Caudill, son 
of Marc Caudill of Happy 
Top Road, Clay City, is in 
Morocco supporting exer¬ 
cise African Lion 2011. 

“Here in Africa, my main 
duty is to keep communi¬ 
cations up and maintain 
communication gear,” said 
Caudill, a 2008 graduate 
of Rowan County Senior 
High School. 

African Lion is an exer¬ 
cise between the Kingdom 
of Morocco and the U.S. 
that involves more than 
2,000 U.S. service mem¬ 
bers and approximately 
900 members of the Royal 
Moroccan Armed Forces. 
The exercise serves as 
a way for both U.S. and 
Moroccan military mem¬ 
bers to hone their skills 
and learn to work togeth¬ 
er to a accomplish mis¬ 
sions. 

“The difference between 
training here and back 
home is the weather. It 
goes from hot to cold 
throughout the day, and 
it randomly rains. The 
terrain here is pretty 


wild too, there's no way to 
explain it, it's just some¬ 
thing you have to expe¬ 
rience,” said Caudill, a 
ground communications 
repairman assigned to 
Echo Company, 4th Tank 
Battalion, Fort Knox, Ky. 

In spite of the barri¬ 
ers, Caudill and his fellow 
servicemembers worked 
with the Moroccan forces 
on different types of mili¬ 
tary training including 
command post, live fire, 
peacekeeping operations, 
disaster response, aerial 
refueling and low-level 
flight training. Both the 
Moroccan and U.S. forces 
receive valuable training 
during the course of the 
exercise. 

“We are learning a lot 
about different military 
operations, and how to 
operate on a different 
scale,” said Caudill. 

Caudill and his fellow 
service members not only 
trained in the Moroccan 
desert, they lived there 


as well. They experi¬ 
enced sandstorms, the 
rain showers of the wet 
season and the heat that 
traditionally goes with 
a desert. They even had 
an opportunity to spend 
some time off duty expe¬ 
riencing the culture and 
seeing the sights. 

“Morocco is just a beau¬ 
tiful country. If I could 
afford it, I'd definitely 
come back. The weather 
is definitely better than 
I'd expect for a desert,” 
said Caudill. 

As the artificial thun¬ 
der of artillery fire dies 
away for a moment, the 
sun rises fully above the 
desert horizon and begins 
its journey toward the 
nearby Atlantic Ocean. 
Caudill and the other par¬ 
ticipants in African Lion 
2011 go about their busi¬ 
ness sharing experiences 
and knowledge with each 
other and their Moroccan 
counterparts.

He has called together 
Legislative Bodies at Places 
unusual, uncomfortable, and 
distant from the Depository 
of their public Records, for 
the sole Purpose of fatiguing 
them into Compliance with 
his Measures. 

He has dissolved 
Representative Houses repeat¬ 
edly, for opposing with manly 
Firmness his Invasions on the 
Rights of the People. 

He has refused for a long 
Time, after such Dissolutions, 
to cause others to be elect¬ 
ed; whereby the Legislative 
Powers, incapable of 
Annihilation, have returned 
to the People at large for their 
exercise; the State remaining 
in the mean time exposed to 
all the Dangers of Invasion 
from without, and Convulsions 
within. 

He has endeavoured to 
prevent the Population 
of these States; for that 
Purpose obstructing the 
Laws for Naturalization of 
foreigners; refusing to pass 
others to encourage their 
Migrations hither, and rais¬ 
ing the Conditions of new 
Appropriations of Lands. 

He has obstructed the 
Administration of Justice, by 
refusing his assent to Laws 
for establishing Judiciary 
Powers. 

He has made Judges depen¬ 
dent on his Will alone, for the 
Tenure of their Offices, and 
the Amount and Payment of 
their Salaries. 

He has erected a Multitude 
of new Offices, and sent hither 
Swarms of Officers to harrass 
our People, and eat out their 
Substance. 

He has kept among us, in 
Times of Peace, Standing 
Armies, without the consent 
of our Legislatures. 

He has affected to render the 
Military independent of and 
superior to the Civil Power. 

He has combined with others 


to subject us to a Jurisdiction 
foreign to our Constitution, 
and unacknowledged by 
our Laws; giving his Assent 
to their Acts of pretended 
Legislation: 

For quartering large Bodies 
of Armed Troops among us: 

For protecting them, by a 
mock Trial, from Punishment 
for any Murders which 
they should commit on the 
Inhabitants of these States: 

For cutting off our Trade 
with all Parts of the World: 

For imposing Taxes on us 
without our Consent: 

For depriving us, in many 
Cases, of the Benefits of Trial 
by Jury: 

For transporting us beyond 
Seas to be tried for pre-tended 
Offences: 

For abolishing the free 
System of English Laws in a 
neighbouring Province, estab¬ 
lishing therein an arbitrary 
Government and enlarging its 
Boundaries, so as to render 
it at once an Example and 
fit Instrument for introducing 
the same absolute Rule into 
these Colonies: 

For taking away our 
Charters, abolishing our most 
valuable Laws, and altering 
fundamentally the forms of 
our Governments: 

For suspending our own 
Legislatures, and declaring 
themselves invested with 
Power to legislate for us in all 
Cases whatsoever. 

He has abdicated 
Government here, by declar¬ 
ing us out of his Protection 
and waging War against us. 

He has plundered our Seas, 
ravaged our Coasts, burnt 
our Towns, and destroyed the 
Lives of our People. 

He is, at this Time, transport¬ 
ing large Armies of foreign 
Mercenaries to compleat the 
Works of Death, Desolation, 
and Tyranny already begun 
with circumstances of Cruelty 
and Perfidy, scarcely paral¬ 
leled in the most barbarous 
Ages, and totally unworthy 
of the Head of a civilized 
Nation. 

He has constrained our fel¬ 
low Citizens taken Captive on 
the high Seas to bear Arms 
against their Country, to 
become the Executioners of 


their friends and Brethren, 
or to fall themselves by their 
Hands. 

He has excited domes¬ 
tic Insurrections amongst 
us, and has endeavoured to 
bring on the Inhabitants of 
our Frontiers, the merciless 
Indian Savages, whose known 
Rule of Warfare, is an undis¬ 
tinguished Destruction, of all 
Ages, Sexes and Conditions. 

In every stage of these 
Oppressions we have 
Petitioned for Redress in 
the most humble Terms: Our 
repeated Petitions have been 
answered only by repeat¬ 
ed Injury. A Prince, whose 
Character is thus marked by 
every act which may define 
a Tyrant, is unfit to be the 
Ruler of a free People. 

Nor have we been wanting 
in Attentions to our British 
Brethren. We have warned 
them from Time to Time of 
Attempts by their Legislature 
to extend an unwarrant¬ 
able jurisdiction over us. 
We have reminded them of 
the Circumstances of our 
Emigration and Settlement 
here. We have appealed 
to their native justice and 
Magnanimity, and we have 
conjured them by the Ties 
of our common Kindred to 
disavow these Usurpations, 
which, would inevitably inter¬ 
rupt our Connections and 
Correspondence. They too 
have been deaf to the Voice of 
Justice and of Consanguinity. 
We must, therefore, acqui¬ 
esce in the Necessity, which 
denounces our Separation, 
and hold them, as we hold the 
rest of Mankind, Enemies in 
War, in Peace, Friends. 

We, therefore, the 
Representatives of the 
UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA, in General 
Congress, Assembled, appeal¬ 
ing to the Supreme Judge of 
the World for the Rectitude 
of our Intentions, do, in the 
Name, and by Authority of the 
good People of these Colonies, 
solemnly Publish and Declare, 
That these United Colonies 
are, and of Right ought to be, 
FREE AND INDEPENDENT 
STATES, that they are 
absolved from all Allegiance 
to the British Crown, and 
that all political Connection 
between them and the State of 
Great-Britain, is and ought to 
be totally dissolved; and that 
as FREE AND INDEPENDENT 
STATES, they have full Power 
to levy War, conclude Peace, 
contract Alliances, estab¬ 
lish Commerce, and to do all 
other Acts and Things which 
INDEPENDENT STATES may 
of right do. And for the support 
of this Declaration, with a firm 
Reliance on the Protection of 
divine Providence, we mutu¬ 
ally pledge to each other our 
Lives, our fortunes, and our 
sacred Honor.

Powell Circuit Clerk Darlene Drake attends Circuit Clerks Summer College 2011 


Powell County Circuit Court Clerk 
Darlene Drake participated in the 2011 
Circuit Clerks Summer College held 
June 14-16 in Florence. 

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet, Division of Driver Licensing, 
sponsored the event and provided train¬ 
ing on fraudulent documents, driver 
education programs and services avail¬ 
able through the Division of Driver 
Licensing's field offices. 

“The college was an opportunity for 
circuit clerks to receive an introduc¬ 
tory course on fraudulent documents,” 
said Stephanie King-Logsdon, McLean 
County circuit court clerk and newly 
elected president of the Kentucky 
Association of Circuit Court Clerks. 
“Circuit clerks, in partnership with the 
Division of Driver Licensing, issue driv¬ 
er licenses and non-driver ID cards and 
thousands of citizens come to our offices 
each year for these services. Circuit 
clerks want to stay current on new pro¬ 
cesses and I appreciate the Division of 


Driver Licensing for hosting this impor¬ 
tant educational program.” 

Bill Heise, director of the Division of 
Driver Licensing, said he was glad the 
division was able to offer training for 
the circuit clerks. “We appreciated the 
chance to enhance our partnership with 
the circuit clerks and were pleased with 
the success of this college,” Heise said. 

In addition to transportation issues, 
the circuit clerks received updates from 
the Administrative Office of the Courts 
on court-related issues, including House 
Bill 463, the state penal code reform 
act, and other legislation from the 2011 
Kentucky General Assembly. The AOC 
also provided a session on language 
assistance for domestic violence peti¬ 
tioners and gave an overview of the 
plan to replace the court system's case 
and docket management system. The 
college offered 10.75 hours of continu¬ 
ing education credit. 

Heise and AOC Director Laurie K. 
Dudgeon addressed the circuit court 


clerks during the college. A Trust For 
Life luncheon featured several other 
speakers, including Chief Justice of 
Kentucky John D. Minton Jr. (who pro¬ 
vided videotaped remarks), Attorney 
General Jack Conway, Transportation 
Secretary Mike Hancock and Trust for 
Life representatives. The KACCC spon¬ 
sors Trust For Life to promote organ and 
tissue donation through driver licens¬ 
ing and the Kentucky Organ Donor 
registry. 

In addition to King-Logsdon, the 
KACCC elected other executive officers 
during the college. Loretta Crady of 
Hardin County is first vice president, 
Dianne Murray of Boone County is sec¬ 
ond vice president, Krissie Coe Fields 
of Barren County is secretary and Kirk 
Tolle of Mason County is treasurer. 
Jefferson County Circuit Court Clerk 
David Nicholson is the immediate past 
president. The officers are elected to a 
one-year term. 


Circuit Court Clerks 

Circuit court clerks are responsible 
for managing the records of Kentucky's 
circuit and district courts. Circuit clerks 
are constitutionally elected officials 
from all 120 counties and serve a six- 
year term. They provide professional 
recordkeeping, receive money due the 
courts, pay money to required parties 
and to the state, record legal docu¬ 
ments, provide legal documents and 
other legal materials, maintain the jury 
system, administer oaths, handle affi¬ 
davits, and issue driver licenses and 
non-driver ID cards. 

Administrative Office of the 
Courts 

The AOC is the operations arm for 
the state court system and supports 
the activities of nearly 3,300 court sys¬ 
tem employees and 403 elected justices, 
judges and circuit court clerks. As the 
fiscal agent for the state court system, 
the AOC also executes the Judicial 
Branch budget.

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Summer heat can get the best of you, if you are not careful

Summer officially 
started last Tuesday, but 
we have already had 
some pretty intensive hot 
weather for this time of 
the year. Temperatures 
are predicted to be back 
in the 90’s later on this 
week for the 4th of July 

Heat waves come and 
go, but coping with above 
normal temperatures can 
be difficult for many of 
us, especially the elderly 
or those with breathing 
difficulties, or those who 
must work out in the 
heat during the hottest 
parts of the day 

It seems that tragedies 
do happen each year as a 
result of the extreme heat. 
We all read from time to 
time of children left alone 
for a few minutes in an 
enclosed vehicle and died 
of heat exhaustion. 

Indeed temperatures 
inside a locked car can 
climb to over 140° in a 
matter of minutes. We all 
need to check on those in 
our community who may 
be adversely affected by 
extreme heat during this 
time of the year. There 
are still numerous indi¬ 
viduals within our county 
who do not have air con¬ 
ditioning. 

Never leave children 
or pets alone in a closed 
vehicle for any amount 
of time during this time 
of the year. Drink plenty 
of fluids, especially water. 
Avoid drinks with alcohol 
or caffeine. Try to pace 
your jobs and get as much 
done early in the morning 
or late in the afternoon. 

Picking those beans out 


in the garden, or run¬ 
ning that weed-eater can 
wait until the sun goes 
down anyway. You want 
to make sure you’re still 
around to enjoy those 
beans this winter. 

If you have to be out¬ 
doors to work, take fre¬ 
quent breaks to cool down 
and rest. Use rest breaks 
to replenish fluids and 
help your natural cooling 
system. 

While working with 
others, watch for signs of 
heat exhaustion. Even 
the most “macho” man 
can have a heat stroke. 

Signs of heat exhaus¬ 
tion include a cool moist 
or pale skin; heavy sweat¬ 
ing headache or dizziness; 
nausea or vomiting and 
complete exhaustion. 

Signs of a heat stroke 
include: hot, red skin; 

rapid, weak pulse; rapid, 
shallow breathing and 
high body temperature. 

Remember that if you 
suspicion a heat stroke, 
call 9-1-1 immediately 
and seek emergency care. 
Fortunately, the tempera¬ 
tures have broken this 
week and it is a plea¬ 
sure to work outside-at 
least for now. July is just 
around the corner. 

Take care during this 
extremely busy time of 
the year. 

Ants Everywhere! 

There’s nothing better 
than coming home from 
vacation and finding ants 
all in and around your 
home. To most homeown¬ 
ers, ants all look the same, 
and we want them all out 
of the house. The truth is 
however, that there are 
over dozens of types of 
ants in Kentucky that can 
invade your home, green¬ 
house and out buildings, 
just looking for a place to 
live and feed. Ants have 
been an exceptional nui¬ 
sance this spring. 


The common mistake 
most of us make in com¬ 
bating ants is to get out a 
can of ant spray and kill 
all the ants we see. While 
granted this will kill the 
ones you hit, there are 
millions that you did not 
get to. 

What homeowners 
must do is find out where 
the ants are coming from 
and not only attack a 
few ants, but attack the 
entire colony, along with 
the queen. 

For the most part, kill¬ 
ing ants is a two-fold 
operation. First attack 
the nest with an ant bait. 
Most baits are sold to 
homeowners and are pre¬ 
packaged with an insecti¬ 
cide along with a sugar- 
type bait. 

Some of the most effec¬ 
tive baits include Combat 
Quick Kill formula bait 
stations; Combat Ant 
Killing gel; Raid Ant bait 
II; and Terro Ant Killer. 
I am sure there are more 
which will work equally 
as well. 

Make sure to place bait 
stations indoors on coun¬ 
ter tops, near baseboards, 
anywhere you are com¬ 
monly seeing ant trails 
daily. 


Do not spray near 
these areas or even use 
heavy duty cleaners. 
Initially you should see 
an increase in the num¬ 
ber of ants in this area. 
Keep feeding the ants 
and leave them alone- 
for now they are actively 
feeding on an insecticide 
which they will take back 
to their colony. This in a 
few days will subside and 
you should see limited 
activity as the colony will 
decline. 

Along with bait sta¬ 
tions, ants are in large 
numbers around your 
home as well. It is not 
uncommon to empty out 
an old flower pot on the 
porch and find millions 
of ants working in and 
around that area. This 
could also be in a flower 
bed or anywhere in and 
around your home. 

When a below ground 
nest is discovered, the 
colony there can often 
be eliminated by spray¬ 
ing or drenching with an 
outdoor insecticide spe¬ 
cifically designed to tar¬ 
get ant colonies. Some 
of these trade names 
include, but are not lim¬ 
ited to the following: 
Spectracide Triazine, 


Ortho Home Defense 
Max, Bayer Advanced 
Lawn and Garden Multi- 
Insect Killer. You can 
spray or simply drench 
these areas and the ants 
will be gone. 

Another effective con¬ 
trol measure for outdoor 
ants are the granular 
baits such as Combat ant 
bait or Sevin granules. 

Sprinkle these granu¬ 
lar baits in and around 
where the ants are and 
they will not be there 
much longer. Spraying an 
entire outdoor area for 
ants, fleas or any other 
insect is not recommend¬ 
ed and is rarely effective 
with any insecticide for 
any insect. 

As with all insects that 
may work their way into 
your home, an extra spe¬ 
cial cleaning, making 
sure to rid all areas of 
any sweet or sticky mess¬ 
es will be necessary. All 
insects, especially ants, 
just love the counter top 
when you cut open those 
ripe tomatoes, watermel¬ 
ons and cantaloupes. 

Senior Farmer’s 
Market coupons 

There are still a few 
Senior farmers Market 
coupons left at the Powell 
County Extension Office 
on a first come/first 
served basis. 

To be involved in the 
program and receive cou¬ 
pons you must be 60 and 
over and have the fol¬ 
lowing income require¬ 
ments: One person in 

a household: $1,174 per 
month; Two people in 
a household $1,579 per 
month; and Three people 
in a household-$l,984 per 
month. 

To apply for food cou¬ 
pons please bring veri¬ 
fication of age (driver’s 
license, birth certificate, 
etc .and a verification 
of weekly or monthly 


income. 

A bank statement can 
serve as income verifi¬ 
cation. Farmers’ mar¬ 
ket coupons can be used 
throughout the summer 
at any approved farmers 
market for any locally 
grown product. Grocery 
stores and other produce 
stands will not be able 
to accept farmers market 
coupons. 

These coupons can 
ONLY BE USED at the 
Powell County Farmers 
Market on Highway 213 
beside the Whitaker 
Bank and at the Red 
River Museum parking 
lot. Coupons cannot be 
used at any other loca¬ 
tion. 

If you are 60 years of 
age or over and meet 
these income require¬ 
ments, then stop by the 
Powell County Extension 
Office and fill out the 
necessary paperwork to 
receive your coupons. 

Senior farmers mar¬ 
ket coupons are a win/ 
win program for both our 
seniors and our farmers 
involved in our local mar¬ 
ket. Coupons are avail¬ 
able for a limited time 
only and are given out 
on a first come/first serve 
basis.

The winds of politi¬ 
cal change were blowing 
with increasing strength 
across colonial America 
in 1776. By the middle 
of that memorable year, 
those winds had become 
gale-force winds. The 
American colonists in the 
thirteen original colonies, 
feeling “a long train of abuses and usurpations” from 
a despotic government in Great Britain, longed for 
freedom and the opportunity for self-determination. 

Those longings in the hearts of the American 
colonists came to fruition on July 4, 1776 when the 
Continental Congress adopted the Declaration of 



Independence. That Declaration, signed by 56 colo¬ 
nial patriots who recognized that, by their action, 
they risked their lives, their fortunes, and their 
sacred honor, accomplished two tremendously impor¬ 
tant things: It broke political ties with Great Britain, 
and it established four basic principles upon which a 
new nation known as the United States of America 
was established. 

Those basic principles, recognized by those colonial 
patriots as self-evident truths, are: 

1. All men are created equal. 

2. They are endowed by their Creator with cer¬ 
tain unalienable Rights, that among these are Life, 
Liberty, and the pursuit of Happiness. 

3. To secure these rights, Governments are insti¬ 
tuted among Men, deriving their just powers from 


the consent of the governed. 

4. That whenever any Form of Government becomes 
destructive of these ends, it is the Right of the 
People to alter or to abolish it, and to institute new 
Government, laying its foundation on such principles 
and organizing its powers in such form, as to them 
shall seem most likely to effect their Safety and 
Happiness. 

The Declaration of Independence, a short document 
consisting of a mere 1,364 words, has become known 
as “the best known and the noblest of American State 
papers.” Following the adoption of the Declaration of 
Independence, the basic principles it set forth has 
been for 235 years the solid foundation stones of the 
United States of America, a nation, under God, with 
liberty and justice for all. May it ever remain so?

Kentucky has new fireworks laws just in time for the holiday 


Even though Kentucky law now allows for the 
purchase of fireworks that shoot in the air, officials 
with the Division of Fire Prevention are reminding 
Kentuckians that safety and supervision remain the 
keys to a successful celebration. 

“This year, state law allows for the purchase of fire¬ 
works that are known as ‘1.4 Consumer Fireworks,”’ 
said William Swope, director of the Division of Fire 
Prevention who also serves as Kentucky’s state fire 
marshal. “This does not mean that fireworks you see 
at professional shows are legal; they are not. What 
this does mean is that popular fireworks like Roman 
candles, firecrackers and bottle rockets can now be 
sold and used legally by consumers in our state, pro¬ 
viding that local ordinances allow this activity. 

“However, there are safety guidelines set in statute 
that need to be followed,” added Swope. 

People under 18 cannot sell or purchase fireworks; 
fireworks cannot be used within 200 feet of a struc¬ 
ture, vehicle or other person; and fireworks cannot 
be sold to anyone who is under the influence of drugs 
and/or alcohol. 


The new law also sets permitting requirements 
for the sale of fireworks in the state. There are three 
types of registrations available: limited sales line 
of consumer fireworks (what was legal last year), 
seasonal retailers and permanent business estab¬ 
lishments. These vendors are required to report to 
the Division of Fire Prevention the address where 
the sales will take place, where the fireworks will be 
stored and a description of how the fireworks will be 
stored. Seasonal retailers can only sell fireworks from 
June 10-July 7 and Dec. 26-Jan. 4. 

Local vendors and citizens are required to comply 
with any and all local ordinances that apply to the 
sale, purchase and use of fireworks. 

“Let’s make this Fourth of July holiday a safe one 
for all Kentuckians,” said Swope. 

The Division of Fire Prevention offers the following 
safety tips to keep your family safe over the upcoming 
July 4 th holiday and throughout the summer: 

• Use fireworks outdoors only. 

• Obey local laws. If fireworks are not legal where 
you live, do not use them. 


• Always have a bucket of water or a working water 
hose nearby. 

• Only use fireworks as intended. Don't try to alter 
them or combine them. 

• Never relight a "dud" firework. Wait 20 minutes 
and then soak it in a bucket of water. 

• Use common sense. Spectators should keep a safe 
distance from the shooter and the shooter should 
wear safety glasses. 

• Alcohol and fireworks do not mix. Have a "desig¬ 
nated adult shooter." 

• Do not use homemade fireworks or illegal explo¬ 
sives: They can kill you! 

• Report illegal explosives to the fire or police 
department in your community.

AAA: Highways will be 
busy July 4th Weekend 

AAA is estimating 39 million Americans will travel 50 miles or more this Fourth 
of July holiday weekend, a 2.5 percent decline from the 40 million who traveled 
in 2010. This small decrease is being attributed to sustained higher gas prices. 
However, the Independence Day long weekend continues to be the busiest travel 
holiday of the year as children are out of school and families head to favorite vaca¬ 
tion spots. 

“Travelers are being smart with their travel budgets by finding the best deals, 
eating out less and traveling shorter distances” said Lilia Mason, AAA spokesper¬ 
son. “This is a strong indicator that Americans remain determined to visit friends 
and family even though gas prices are higher than last year at this time.” 

Additional information regarding Fourth of July travel includes: 

• 32.8 million people will hit the road to get to their Fourth of July destination 
over the long weekend; 

• Slightly over 3 million leisure travelers will take to the skies over the holiday 
weekend, up 9 percent from last year; 

• Gas price averages nationwide are averaging $3.56, down from last month, but 
up by 81 cents from last year at this time; 

• Average spending is expected to be $807, an increase of 25 percent from last 
year; 

• Distance traveled over the upcoming holiday weekend is expected to average 
573 miles. 

The 2011 Fourth of July holiday travel period is defined as Thursday, June 30 - 
Monday, July 4. AAA’s projections are based on economic forecasting and research 
by IHS Global Insight. The Boston-based economic research and consulting firm 
teamed with AAA in 2009 to jointly analyze travel trends during the major holi¬ 
days.

KSP to be vigilant for DUI 
drivers this holiday weekend 


If you’re over the limit, you’re 
under arrest 

Fourth of July celebrations often 
include cook-outs, picnics, boating, 
time spent with family and friends 
and, of course, fireworks. But for 
too many Americans, the nation’s 
annual celebration is filled with 
tragedy, as it is one of the deadliest 
holidays of the year when it comes 
to alcohol-impaired traffic fatali¬ 
ties. 

That’s why the Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety (KOHS) is warning 
drivers that law enforcement will 
be out in force during the Fourth 
of July holiday weekend, crack¬ 
ing down on impaired drivers with 
aggressive Drunk Driving. Over the 
Limit. Under Arrest enforcement. 

“The Fourth of July is a time most 
Americans spend celebrating with 
family and friends, but it is also 
one of the year’s deadliest times 
on our roadways. So officers from 
state and local agencies will be out 
in force cracking down on drunk 
driving. If you are caught driving 
impaired, you will be arrested,” 
said Boyd Sigler, KOHS Director of 
Highway Safety Programs. 

Statistics from the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration over the past 25 
years show that, on average, near¬ 
ly half of all deadly traffic crash¬ 
es over each year’s July 4 holiday 
involved some level of alcohol. 

In fact, 410 people were killed 


in motor vehicle traffic crashes 
nationally during the Fourth of 
July weekend in 2009. Forty per¬ 
cent of the fatalities involved driv¬ 
ers with a blood alcohol concentra¬ 
tion of 0.08 grams per deciliter or 
higher. 

In Kentucky last year, there were 
66 alcohol-related crashes during 
the Fourth of July weekend. Of 
those crashes, there were 52 inju¬ 
ries and one fatality. 

“We want people to be care¬ 
ful all weekend, but particularly 
at night,” said Sigler. “The rate of 
alcohol impairment among drivers 
involved in fatal crashes nation¬ 
wide in 2009 was four times higher 
at night than during the day.” 

Impaired driving is one of 
America’s deadliest problems. In 
2009 alone, 10,839 people were 
killed in alcohol-impaired-driving 
crashes, accounting for nearly 32 
percent of all traffic-related fatali¬ 
ties in the United States. That’s an 
average of one impaired-driving 
fatality every 48 minutes in 2009. 

“Alcohol impairs many of the 
skills that safe driving requires,” 
said Sigler. “It’s simply not worth 
the risk to you or to the thousands 
of innocent victims who are hurt or 
killed each year by drunk drivers. 
So if you are over the limit, you will 
get busted.”
